pum ping station. 
Tile plan, 
It Is 
said, would effect a saving of ap- 
proxm ately $5,760 annually. 
The present 10-year average cost 
for th*; operation of the pum ping 
station has been placed at $11,568 
per annum , and Hie estim ated coat 
per year for electric pum ping is 
$5,800 
In order to effect this sav­ 
ing in operating cost*, the village 
would be required to m ake an in ­ 
vestm ent of $8,325 for the erection 
of a new pum p house and equip­ 
m ent to be erected near the location 
of the present w ater wells east of 
the county fair grounds. 
It has been recom mended 
th at 
the pum p house should have a floor 
area of 15 by 20 feet and nine feet 
in height, one eight-Inch electric 
driven turbine pum p will have a 
capacity of 400-gallon per minute. 
Abandonm ent 
of

present 
pumping station has been suggested 
to thi- council, also the w ater basin 
near this location. 
It has also 
been recommended th at 
two 
six- 
Inch turbine pumps be installed in 
the two best wells in the well field, 
and the removal of the airline and 
discharge pipe from these 
wells. 
These pumps are to bi* driven by 
electric motors. 
Tile council has also been ad ­ 
vised th at the present method of 
lifting w ater from the wells
